HEREAS aBill is now preparing, and ready to paſs in- 

toan Afor Indempnity and General pzrdon, leſt this 

Honourable Aſſembly ſhould be ſurprized in pardoning 

thoſe Rights and juſt Duties belonging ro the Common- 
| wealth (which as yet they have had nv due knowledge or 
Cognizance of) touching many fraudulent practiſes and connivances in re- 
ference to the ſcveral Accounts of the Publique; and allo many Conceal- 
ments and Detenſtons of their juſt Rights, whereof much hath already been 
voluntarily confeſſed by the perſons, in whoſe hands the ſame are remaining, 
before certain Commiſhoners who ſate by Ac(of Parliament, or ſo reputed) 
of the 7 of October 1653. not yet received: And alſo many other voluntary 
Confefhons 8& Diſcoveries by Delinquents of their own Ef; tcs & Debrs not 
compoun.led'tor,nor pwrdoned;amountiog to miny thoviind nownds:befides 
what would be further conteſled, it time were given: and alio wit hath been 
already adjudged (upon O:th and Evidence on Recurd) before the ſaid 
Commiſh..ners to be due and belongi--y tothe Common-wealth ; And alſo 
above two huncred thouſand pounds ſince adjudged (likewiſe up:n Oath and 
Evidence on Record)by the late Commitfioners,who ſate by C ,1n-ufſion un- 
der the Great Seal of the 23th. of May 1656. and accordingly Cert.ficd under 
their Hands and Seals to the late Lords Committioners,ot che Treaiury:And 
alſo beſides many hundred thouſand pounds entred in the Regiſters Office 
(for a great part whereof Bonds have been given, and remain with the ſaid 
Regiſter for proſecuting and making good the ſame )- And many other 
conſiderable Diſcoveries, fince come to his knowledg. 
_ .. And foraſmuch alſo as the iaid Powers ſo conſtituted , neyer were, 
nor are. in force to levie and receive, the aforeſaid Monic>, and other 
things ſo already Confeſſed and Adjudged; whereby the Common-wealth 
will not be damnified only, but alſo the reſpeRive Diſcoverers (who for 
the moſt part haye great debrs due from the Publique, and having been at 
extraordinary charges for recovering the ſame out of tuch Diſcoveries as 
they ſhould make of unjuſt Concealments) utterly ruin'd, without ſome effe- 
ual and (ſpeedy courſe to be taken therein. 1? & therefore humbly offered 
and prayed (as in duty tothe Publique) that the Premites (which have in 
part been communicated to ſome of the Members of this Hoz0urable Houſe, 
and by them well approved of) may be excepred inthe ſaid Act of Indemp- 
nity, and put in due excecution for recovering the juſt Rights of the Com- 
mon-wealth by a ſpecial A to that purpoſe : (in 0:der to which certain Pro- 
poſals are already drawn up to be humbly preſented to this Honourable Aſ- 
ſ{embly) The benefit whereof will much redound to the publique advantage, 
and advance the Common-wealth's Treaſury and Revenue many hundred 
thouſand pounds.
